INSULTED HIS WIFE. 



Was Slain While Digging 
Potatoes at R. K. Mc- 
Crae's, Jr.

Lindsey Leavell, a negi 
lived at R. K. McCrae's, no 
broke, was shot and killed by John 
T. Goode. a farmer living on an ad- 
joining farm, Saturday morning. 
Goode at once came to town and 
gave himself up. He remained in 
jail while the grand jury investiga- 
ted the case the same day. After 
hearing several witnesses the grand 
jury voted not to indict and Mr. 
Goode was released. 

According to the story told by 
Goode and others, Leavell and an- 
other negro were hauling a load fo 
fertilizer by Goode's home Friday. 
They stopped the wagon and while 
the other negro held the team Leav- 
ell went into the house, after one 
of the small children had told him 
that their father was from home. 
Leavell made offensive and indecent 
remarks to Mrs. Goode, who was 
alone with her children, and grossly 
insulted her. 

He then went to the orchard and 
helped himself to apple.s and Mrs. 
Goode taking her baby in her arms 
fled to the house of a neighbor. The 
negroes then got into the wagon and 
drove away. When Mr. Goode 
turned home that night his wife told 
him what had happened, 

Early the next morning he took 
his gun and went to Mr. McCrae' 
and told him he had come to kill 
Leavell, who was digging potatoes 
near the house. He then wtnt to 
Leavell and told him he had come to 
kill him. Leavell protested, saying 
the other negro was the guilty one, 
but Mr. Goode told him he was the 
man he was after, and without further 
ado opened fire. The first shot 
:aught by a basket Leavell threw up 
;o ward off the load. He broki 
■un and the second shot struck 
side and he fell. Mr. Goode then 
reloaded the gun and fired the third 
time into his face. In spite of these 
terrible wounds, Leavell lived sev- 
eral hours— the gun was loaded 
with No. 7 shot. The other negro 
was feeding hogs near by and rar 
away during the tragedy. 

Leavell's body was buried Sun- 
day.

That Country Dependent Upon Us for 
Its Prosperity. 

Uncle Sam holds the prosperity of 
Or. -at Britain in his hand. Few 
realize the extent to which British 
idustry is dependent upon the cot- 
ton growers of the United States. 
Practically all the raw cotton is im- 
ported by British ships, the cotton 

ports are handled by British ship- 
pers and merchants, and the entire 
profits from the industry are,, thus 

ihanced by many millions. Three- 
fourths of England's gross profits 
from cotton were derived from the 
manufacturing of the American 
product. The statistics are as sig- 
nificant from an American viewpoint 
as from the English. American 
shipping might profit largely from 
the cotton carrying trade, and Amer- 
ican manufacturers might secure all 
the profits that now fall to the Eng- 
lish. Many far sighted Englishmen 
already appreciate the possible re- 
sult of such an awakening on the 
part of Americans. They know that 
he loss of the American raw product 
from any cause would precipitate a 
period of industrial depression more 
severe than any recorded in the past, 
or possible in any industry. It is on 
this account that every effort is 
made to develop new cotton fields in 
the cotton belt of the earth. It seri- 
ously is suggested that English cap- 
ital should be invested in the south- 
ern states, in order to secure land 
enough to raise at least 3,000,000 
bales a year. ^

Information of u valuable clmrac- 
tci cO&CSrnJng the thickness of the 
earth's crust and the intensity of the 
heat of the globe's internal tires has 
been obtained as the result of a series 
of imestigations continued over a 
prolonged period by Hon. K. J. 
Strutt, P. H. S., the well-known 
British scientist and son of Ix>rd 
Kaylcigh, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican. 

By testing rocks of many kinds 
from all over the world, Mr. Strutt 
has been able to determine the per- 
centage of radium present in the 
earth's crust. He has ascertained 
that the presence of radium, wheth- 
er it exists in minute or large quan- 
tities, can be easily denoted in all 
rocks of igneous origin, but the per- 
centage is highest in g;anitie forma- 
tions, while the basaltic rocks con- 
tain the minimum proportions of the 
element. He has also provisionally 
calculated the total quantity of 
radium present in each mile of depth 
of the globe's crust, from its uniform 
distribution, and estimates on this 
basis that not more than one-thir- 
tieth of the total -volume of the 
earth is composed" of rocks which 
are to be found on the surface. 

As a result of his mnthematic de- 
ductions, he estimates that the depth 
of the earth's rock crust is approxi- 
mately -15 miles. This deduction 
coincides to a certain degree with 
the calculations of Prof. Milne, the 
well-known seismologist, who has 
l)«en engaged in investigations to the 
same end by the observation of the 
earthquake tremors. Prof. Milne 
concludes that at a depth of 30 miles 
below the earth's surface exist rocks 
whose physical properties are similar 
to those to be found on the exterior. 

Furthermore, as a result of his 
researches, Mr. Strutt, is in agree- 
ment with the assumption advanced 
by several astronomers, more espe- 
cially Mr. Pickering, that the moon 

not a "dead" sphere, but that it 
continues to possess volcanic energy. 
Vnd moreover, he makes the start- 
ing statement that he is of opinion 
hat the internal heat of that body 
s far in excess of that obtaining 
within the interior of our own globe.
